THE PRINCIPAL 


August 20, 1943 


My dear Mr. Benton: 

There have been so many things happening at Exeter 
during the last six months that it has occurred to me that 
you might be interested in knowing how we are coming along 
at the present time. The School is very busy even in the 
summertime. We have sixty-four boys who are taking the 
Anticipatory Course, in order to graduate on February l, 
instead of in June, 1944. These boys will be eighteen by 
February 1. Besides these boys we have a hundred and ninety 
others who are in our regular Summer Session. 

The war has made many changes in our regular routine. 
Over half the boys in the Anticipatory Course have been work- 
ing on the nearby farms in the afternoons, gardening, weed- 
ing, haying. They do about three hours' work and are receiv- 
ing forty cents an hour. We also have boys who are working 
on the grounds. In the regular session boys worked in dor- 
mitory kitchens and serving rooms, at the Exeter Inn, on 
neighboring farms and woodlots and in the freight yards of 
the Boston & Maine Railroad. All the boys this summer are 
taking their turn waiting on table and it is possible that 
this plan may be continued in the regular session. 


The record of the boys who took the V-12 examination 
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was very good. Out of eighty who took the examination 
Seventy-five passed. ie have not heard of the failure of 
a Single boy to pass the A-12 examination. 

We are trying to give the boys the best possible 
training for what is ahead of them, and they are learning 
something about aviation, rifle practice and other skills 
connected with the war. We are giving guidance to boys as 
they approach the age of induction and we are trying to 
find the arm of the service for which they are best fitted. 
Next year our lecture course will have to do with war aims 
and with plans for the peace. We have preserved in these 
days our educational pattern, thoroughness of training in 
the basic studies. We have found that the Army, the Navy 
and the Marine Corps all stress the necessity for a sound 


education, and it is our belief that by continuing this edu- 


cation we are making our best contribution to the war effort. 


The Trustees are helping us to make a most earnest 
endeavor to improve the quality of the food in the School, 
and also to improve the service. In spite of rationing and 
all the difficulties which rationing entails in such a big 
school as this I think we are making progress. Certainly 
no fault can be found with the food this summer. After care- 
ful consideration of the matter the Faculty of the academy 


has decided to require the regular attendance of students at 
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breakfast in the Academy dining halls, except on Sundays. 
The desirability of having the boys begin the day with a 
substantial meal for reasons of health in general, and 
especially because of the conditions which rationing has 
brought about, has made this action seem imperative. 

We look forward to a good year. We have not been 
able to take any new applicants for the School since early 
in June, and the quality of the candidates accepted seems 
to be unusually high. Naturally the average age of the 
School will be lowered, but we believe the teaching will 
be good and that, as always, Exeter will continue to serve 


the Country with all the power which she commands.
